The Problems Of Water 


Too much or too little water! 
This is the perplexing paradox ixir- 
tn 
—on a national scope— in many 
areas of the 1'nited States. 
Especially in spring. 
For it's then 
thai some communities begin to experi­ 
ence floods, while others recognize it as 
a harbinger of drought; a time when 
w ater scarcity means curtailing use. 
This varied picture— of simultaneous 
over abundance and parched lands m ay 
change the situation if Congress heeds 
President Kennedy’s request for a rec­ 
ord $2.6 billion to help develop the na­ 
tion’s w ater potentials. For in that to­ 
tal are monies for public works projects 
to be constructed by several federal 
agencies, including Id new water re- 
sonr'-es nrojects. 
In addition, the President asked for 
comprehensive studies to be made in 
several m ajor river basins and called 
for gr-'rPs t ' b° 
'v'd0 I, unh'cr^P'es 
and r o lle r s to stimulate research in the 
field of w ater resources. 
The Administration’s proposal—now' 
embodied in hills being scanned by l>oth 
IToine 
and 
Senate 
Committees—has 
considerably heartened worried water 
officials and regional planners. 
They have been concerned because it 
bas become increasingly 
difficult 
for

communities to get the 
w ater 
they 
need, where and when they want it. The 
situation developed as the nation be­ 
came “urbanized" causing w ater supply 
facilities to become overtaxed in some 
areas and virtually obsolete in others. 
The lack of a d e q u a te facilities, cou­ 
pled with the population and industrial 
expansion requiring vast amounts of 
water, means that the nation m ust take 
action now to assure plentiful supplies 
of w ater for the consumer and the busi­ 
nessman . . . in the home and at the 
factory. 
But. cautions the National W ater In­ 
stitute. all the grand designs for devel­ 
opment of new sources, dams and oth­ 
er sorely-needed facilities will amount 
to mere trickles unless tile citizen in tile 
local community recognizes— and under­ 
stands— the need for Him. 
In the final analysis, it is the i>eople 
alone who can bein the nation avert a 
water shortage; only the people can see 
to it that demand will not overtake sup­ 
ply of w’ater in the future. 
This can lie done, when members of 
the local community investigate their 
water supply and jxdlution problems, 
lending sup|x>rt to their local water of­ 
ficials in the planning and programming 
of future water needs.

This week is scheduled to see the 
release of the first portion of a report 
by the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission on an extensive investigation 
of the securities selling industry. This 
Study was authorized by Congress early 
last year. 
One member of the SEX!, Manuel F. 
Cohen, already has said that the report 
will not present a picture o f widespread 
fraudulent activity like that of the lata 
1920’s and early 1930’s which led to es-* 
tablishment of the commission. 
Sen. 
Harrison A. Williams, chairman of the 
Senate subcommittee which will hold 
hearings on the report, has argued that 
it “be received and considered . . . in a 
mature and sober manner.” 
It is recognized on all sides that some 
Improvements can be made and some 
abuses corrected in the selling of securi­ 
ties, including mutual funds. Members 


of the New York Stock Exchange and 
other exchanges, 
of 
the Investment 
Company Institute, and of the National 
Association of Securities Dealers in the 
over-the-counter market believe their 
industry has done a good job of policing 
itself. If this needs to be strengthened in 
some respects by stronger powers for 
the SEC, there should be no serious ob­ 
jection. 
But it is important that readers of 
news accounts keep a sense of propor­ 
tion with respect to criticisms that may 
necessarily be made. These may indicate 
need for supplemental legislation with­ 
out implying any basis for distrust of 
the capital market in general. There is 
every reason to believe that with very 
few exceptions the millions of buyers of 
stocks and bonds in the United States 
are being fairly and honestly treated.

Tile new st* ken*—which o b - 
vioualy had to be ordered even 
i>efore the outcome of the gu­ 
bernatorial election was known 
l<ist fall—suddenly are proving 
to be thorns in the side (rf not 
only many am irate motorwt but 
also oftouiaLs of the State De­ 
partment of Revenue. 
Complaints are betire heard of 
license stickers that won t stick: 
that have no glue or stickum; 
tiiat won t stick firmly because 
the adliosive is dried out or on 
only half the sticker; stickers 
tlvat widen m k w l m e cut or 
tom in half—etc. 
In other words, complaint* are 
mounting throughout the state on 
the defective -stickers—but more 
important, w-hat to do a b o u t 
them. 
One lawmaker last week gave 
public utterance about some of 
the complaints from motorists in 
hr* legislative area—publicly 
telling hie constituents to paste 
the defective sticker on the wind­ 
shield.

“ Doctor, I thin*. I have (Mono.” 
Names of diseases are often 
abbreviated by patients. Not on­ 
ly does this serve to improve 
tile rapport with their doctor, 
but the very familiarity seems 
to allay their anxiety. 
“Mono” is short for infectious 
mononucleosis, which is a dis­ 
ease of rather recent vintage 
that was quickly translated into 
popular jargon. 
Mononucleosis occurs in rela­ 
tively young people. Strangely, 
it is seen more frequently among 
medical students, nurses and in­ 
terns in hospitals. This has nev­ 
er l)een adequately explained. 
Mononucleosis was first 
de- 
seribed in 1920. Since then, more 
and more cares have been ob­ 
served in spoiBdic areas around 
tile country. Small epidemic out­ 
breaks of mononucleosis w e r e 
often called attacks of “glandu­ 
lar fever.” 
Early Symptom* 
In die early stages of infec­ 
tious mononucleosis, tho symp­ 
toms closely resemble those of 
the common cold, die flu or the 
grippe. Noticeable is a s l i g h t 
fever, sore throat, s w o l l e n 
glaixU in the nock and a sense 
of “feeling awful.” 
As the illness progresses the 
glands become more a w o I len. 
Even at this time there are no 
d.stinct unique, r e c o g nizable 
characterist!cs of die disease. 
Sometimes the lower half of the 
body is covered wrfth a p a l * 
rash. 
Confused Picture 
It must be noted how easy it is 
to be confused when this com­ 
plicated disease resembles 
so 
many other common ailments. 
Tile disease runs a self-limit­ 
ing course, usually without any 
complications. Recovery t a k e s 
about six weeks. 
The unusual duration (rf this 


illness is really due *o the se­ 
vere weakness and prostration 
that go with it. Most p a ticnts 
complain, "I just can't wait to 
get back to bed alter being up 
for half an hour.” Nature has 
its own ways of imposing the 
much needed rest which is so 
valuable in the c o n v a lescent 
period. 
Blood Examination 
Mononucleosis, when suspect­ 
ed. can be determined by a 
thorough examination of 
t h e 
blood. A very special test with 
the euphonious name (rf “heter­ 
ophile agglutination” confirms 
the diagnosis. 
Sometimes die test is elusive 
and must be repeated. B l o o d 
studies taken long after the pa­ 
tient Is almost completely well 
may still show some increase of 
the heterophile level. 
The treatment for infectious 
mononucleosis, or “mono,” 
is 
rest and more rest. Supr,>ortive 
treatment is given for any spe­ 
cial symptoms that may arise. 
Lingering Weakness 
Although die actual d i s ease 
lasts from four to six weeks, the 
sense of w'eakness may discour­ 
agingly linger for months. Re­ 
currences are c o m paratively 
rare. 
Antibiotics may or may not be 
used in mononucleosis, depend­ 
ing on the judgment (rf the doc­ 
tor. If he does decide lo u s e 
them, It is not for die treatment 
of the disease itself. 
Resistance L>\v 
Mononucleosis, like so rn a n y 
odicr diseases, is devitalizmg, so 
the body resistance is low. Anti­ 
biotic*, therefore, are s o m e ­ 
times used to prevent additional 
infections from invading die al­ 
ready tired body . 
Mononucleosis is not a serious 
or alarming discase. It j u s t 
needs lots of pampering 
and 
your physician's guidance.

W hat 
a re y our com m ents? 
A. Anyone who his been raiding 
tills column for any length of time 
knows what tile comment will be. 
I don’t agree with that author. 
In my book. dollar-averaging re­ 
mains the most sensible way for 
the average person to invest. It is 
t£mo-t«-ted and much more suc­ 
cessful than any method I have 
seem to date. And. by this time, I 
think I have looked at just about 
every pass. blo method of invest mg 
or speculating rn Hie sto k mar­ 
ket. 
Dollar-averaging is far removed I 
from tile so-called surefire meth- j 
ohs that some people believe will 
make them rich. There's risk in 
dollar-averaging — but much loss 
than im any other method I know 
of. 
One of tile bot tilings a b o u t 
dollar-averag,ng is that it is sim­ 
ple. WI ion you dollar-average, you 
put a fixed amount of money into 
the same investment at fixed in­ 
tervals. 
For instance, you might invest 
$100 m the same stock e v e r y 
month, or any other amount you 
decide on at any fixed interval 


you choose. 
As a result you buy f e w e r 
shires when prices are hgh and 
more share*; when prices are low. 
And you get a good average price 
on all your shares. 
Unless the market price of the 
stock you are buying heads d o w n -, 
hill forever, you fgure to come 
out ahead. 
Don’t overlook the fact that the 
long-term trend of market prices 
of good stocks has lieon 
«and 
should lomtinue to be) up. Assum­ 
ing tint you don t pick a r e a l 
lunker, dollar-averaging p a y s 
off. 
• 
Certainly, some people d o n’t 
have the temperament to s t i c k 
with a dollar-averaging program 
of steady investing. But m o r e 
have that temperament than have 
the ab.', .tv “to purch ve s t o c k s 
only when they are a 11 r a otively 
priced in relation to their realistic 
1 values.’’
